12:30 o’clock his son Leroy called him and, 
hearing no response, broke a panel in the 
bathroom door. 


Body in Sitting Hooters. 

Young Silverman found his father’s body 
in @ Sitting posture in the bottom of the tub 
from which the water had drained. The head 
had fallen back on the bath seat. From the 
électric light fixture over the bath tub, ran a 
wire to the handle of the massage machine, 
which the dead man held clasped against his 
breast. The son says thé current was on 
and the vibrator still running.

Washington. D. C., Jan. 2%.—[Spécial.}— 
Charging that the United States Steel cor- 
poration has received 878,000, 000 in rebates 
within the last Six years, in Vidlationf Of thé 
law, Senator Harry Lane, Democrat, of 
Oregon, tomorrow will demand that the 
senate pass his resolution providing for an 
inquiry by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

It does not make any difference if Lamar, 
the ‘wolf of Wall street,’ happens to favor 
the passage of my resolution,“ Mr. Lane 
said today; “ that has nothing todo with the 
merite of the case. 

All 
I ask for is an investigation by the experts 
of the interstate commerce commission.

Eliphalet Wickes Blatchford, one of the 
did residents of Chicago and conspicuous in 
the social, industrial, and educational life 
of the city, died last night at the family 
residence, 1111 North La Salle street. He 
was 68 years old. 

Mr. Blatchford was, from an 0 
viewpoint, the father of the Newberry 
library and the Crerar library. Por years he 
was head of the board of directors of the 
Chicago Theological seminary, vice presi- 
dent of the American Board for Foreign Mis- 
sions of the Congrega tional church, and a 
trustee of Illinois college and of Rockford 
seminary. 


Aided Balkan War Sufferers. 

Mr. Blatchford was one of the originators 
of the Chicago City Missionary society, the 
Chicago Congregational club, and the New 
West Education Commission. It was in 
| his house that the Bohemian mission of Chi- 
cage was organized, and one of his last great 
activities was the starting of an appeal one 
year ago for aid for the sufferers from the 
Balkan war. 

Mr. Biatohford was born in Stiliwater, N 
T., on May 31, 1826. Se removed te CE 
cago in boyhood, when his father, the Rev. 
John Biatchford, became pastor of the First 
Preadyterian chtirch. He was éducated at 
Illinois college at Jacksonville, from whieh 
he was graduated in 1845. Five years later 
he went to St. Louis and engaged in the lead 
and oil industry, and in 1854 came to Chi- 
cago to manage the local office of his partner- 
ship. The firm subsequently was dissolved 
and that of E. W. Blatchford & Co. started. 
This continues today near the site of the 
old office Of sixty years ago. Latterly he 
had rétired, leaving the business to the 
management of others of his family. 


“Pathers” Two Libraries. 

Mr. Biatehford’s ptiblic services began in 
1861 when he was made treasurer of the 
northwestern branch of the United States 
sanitafy. commission, laboting desperately 
here and in the south in the hospital service 
of that period. A few years later he and 
Judge Mark Skinner became trustees for the 
Walter C. Newberry estate,.out of whieh | 
came the Newberry library.
